in favor of Proposition 63 runs 
about3-1 with widespread Support 
in certain cities, So there are alot of 
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the Asian American Studies Cen- 
ter at UCLA. Cheng stressed the 
-need for multicultural programs ln 
the school system . 

The Task Force, a joint project 
between the Asian Pacific commu- 
nity and the business community， 
focuses its_ efforts on the lack of 
understanding as a principal cause 
of anti-Asian sentiment and Vio- 
lence. Less than a year old，the 
Task Force will conduct a _ Survey 
of the Los Angeles School District 
to determine 这 adequate multi- 
cultural programs are being Used 
in the schools. 

The diftfculties of establishing 
multicultural programs in the 
School System were pointed out by 
members of the audience who gave 
examples of active resistance to the 
programs by school administrators. 
Cheng responded by noting that 
very often it is the school official or 
superintendent who is most in need 
of multicultural education. She re- 
iterated their efforts to establish a 
series of multicultural programs for 
the teacher and school ofhcial as 
WwWell as the student, programs that 
WwWent beyond teaching about Chi- 
nese New Year. 


LAW ENFORCEMENTI 


In the area of law enforcement， 
Officer Ben Lee of the LA Police 
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Department's Asian Task Force 
pointed to the successes of the po- 
lice department in responding to 
the needs of the Asian Pacific com- 
munity。 Established in 1975，the 
unit is the only one of its kind， 
Specifically designed to handle the 
problems of the Asian community. 
According to Lee，the task force 
consists of smaller ethnic units of 
Asian American offcers with ties 
to the communlties. 

In addition, substations Were Set 
up inthe Chineseand 玉 orean com- 
munities enabling victims to make 
immediate reportSs. 工 hese store- 
front substations are more visible 
to immigrants and community 
Imembers. “People can relate to 
going to a storefront;，”Ssald Lee. 
“In Asia, people know where to go 
to get the police but in Los Ange- 
les, its so vast. This way, the sub- 
station is on a major thoroughfare 
and the victims can report the 
crime 2 

In addition, Lee emphasized the 
importance of education，both of 
the Asian community and of the 
offcers themselves. According to 
Lee, the education process ls two- 
fold“'to inform the people of their 
right to report the crime and to 
educate the police to handle such 
crimes and to recognize crimes that 
are racially motivated2”Lee cited 
efforts to meet with the commu- 
nity，the schools and the police 
force itselfin dealing with the prob- 
lem of anti-Asian violence. Cur- 
rently, the task force acts as consul- 
tant to agencies across the country 
as the wave of anti-Asian violence 
continues. In 1985，Lee pointed 
out, the unit received over 10,;000 
reports of anti-Asian violence. 

TWO-YEAR STUDY 

John Saito，member of the At- 
torney Generals Commission on 
Racial，Ethnic，Religious and Mi- 
nority Violence, presented thefnd- 
ings of a two-year study on“hate 
Violence”during whlich the Com- 
mission conducted hearings in ma- 
jor cities. According to Saito, the 
Commission found hate violence 
to be a major problem in the state 
of California. Moreover，noted 
Saito, the serious lack of compre- 
hensive criminal justice Policies 
fails to ensure the .victim'”s civil 
rlghts. 

Following Saito's presentation， 
本 . 开 . Yamamoto focused on the 
media's role in monitoring and pub- 
licizing the issue.Yamamoto, asSls- 
tant editor of the Pauczfic Citizet， 
an English-language newspaper for 
the Japanese American community， 
Pointed out the failure of the main- 
Stream media to treat anti-Asian 
Violence as a_national problem. 
Yamamoto noted the diffculties in 
compiling statistics on anti-Asian 
Violence from the media because 
Imost papers consider the incidents 
local problems. In order to find 
reports, sald Yamamoto, one has to 
look in the smaller local or ethnic 
paper“The ethnic and vernacular 
papers，on the other hand，treat 
the problem as a national issue， 
equal to the Jylenol killings, which 
mainstream papers handled exten- 
Sively，because We consider every 
Asian a_ potential victim of anti- 
Asian violence; said Yamamoto. 

Yamamoto Stressed the need for 
the _ community to approach the 
Imedia for coverage on incidents of 
anti-Asian violence and the need 
for active exchanges between jour- 
nalists in order to widen the cov- 


'erage on anti-Asian violence.

In the audience-panellist exX- 
change, 民 woh suggested reaching 
the _ community through the 
churches in the Asian community， 
challenging church leadership to 
bring the issue of anti-Asian vio- 
lence before the congregations. 
Cheng suggested Using innovative， 
creative approaches to solving the 
problem, relating a story in which 
a group-of senlor cltizens SUccesS- 
fully persuaded their savings and 
loan to hire minorities by lining up 
before the tellers and asking for 
twenty dollars in pennies, until the 
Imanagers，SO exhausted with the 
constant problems thls created， 
hired minority employees. 

Ernie Delftn，a Filipino busi- 
nessman，pointed out the need to 
reject cultural traits of submisslive- 
ness and become assertive. Relat- 
ing an incident of racially moti- 
vated harassment by a police of6- 
cer Delftin said that pursuing the 
problem and demanding his rights 
resulted in a public apology from 
the mayor the police department 
and the clity council. 

By the evening's end，panelists 
and audience agreed that the lssue 
of anti-Asian violence demanded 
immediate response,，and that the 
community must act by every 
means possible to monltor publl- 
cize and Ultimately reverse the 
trend of violence. As one audience 
member said“The question ls not 
how much violence，bnut that 1lt ?5 
rising and that we in the Aslian 
community must do something 
abonlt it 


LA City Attorney 
Rejects Korean Bid 
For Single District 


LOS ANGELES - City 
Attorney James 天. Hahn has 
rejected a motion by 攻 orean 
American lawyer Tong Soo 
Chung to change_ the city's 
district boundaries SO _ that all 
of Koreatown would be in a 
Single city council district， 

The motion，filed on Aug. 
12，challenged the city's July 
31 redistricting plan on the 
charge that it unfairly splits 
Koreatown among three dis- 
tricts， (E/W 8/14) 

But Hahn defended the 
plan in federal court，sSaying 
that _ the population of 
Koreatown js too Small to 
be _ politically  _ significant， 
even if united in a Single 
district. 

Koreatown has about 40,000 
residentSs，a _ large majority of 
whom are not registered vot- 
erSs. Each district contains 
about 200,000 _ residents. 

Under the Voting Rights 
Act，said Hahn，"a minorlty 
grOup cannot complain abonut 
vote dilution where its num- 
bers are. too' few or too dis- 
Dersed to bei anieftective 
majority.” 

Some Korean Americans 
Supportin8 the Single-district 
plan claim that the major 
issue is not voter _ strength， 
but administrative unity.、 By 
having a Single council mem- 
ber Tepresent all of Koreat- 
Own，they argue，that member 
can keep abreast of the com- 


munity's needs，and ensure 
Koreatown residents that 
their problems are being 


properly addressed. 
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Asian Freshmen at Stanford 
0fficially Double in 0ne Year 


STANEFEORD - The enroll- 
ment of Asian American 
freshmen at Stanford Univer- 
Sity has officially increased 
from 119 last year (8 per- 
cent) to 245 (nearly 16 per- 
cent) this year. 

However，much of the offi- 
clal increase is due to a 
change ln the university'"s 
classification of Asian Ameri- 
cans to include foreign-born 
Asians with resident Status. 
Previously，only those Asians 
with US citizenship were 
care8gorized 3S Asian Ameri- 
cans， 

Goling by last year's defini- 
tion 0f Asian '\Americans，the 
percentage 0f freshmen has 
rlsen from 8 percent to 14 
percent.， The additional 
percent of ASsian Americans 
in the official figures is 
due to the new method of 
labelin8_ permanent residents 
3aS ASslian Americans.
